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Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

We  have  been  selected  bj^  the  voters  of  Somers- 
worth  to  assume  the  administration  of  their  affairs 
for  the  next  two  y^ears.  I  personally  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  these  same  voters  for  the  confi- 
dence they  have  placed  in  me,  and  assure  them  that* 
I  shall  do  all  within  my  power  to  merit  that  confi« 
dence.  Nearly  every  member  of  this  council  has 
had  experience  in  the  management  of  city  affairs. 
Therefore,  the  citizens  of  this  city  have  a  right  to. 
expect  the  best  results  from  this  administration. 

It  shall  be  our  duty  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  policy 
of  conducting  our  business  on  business  principles; 
to  subordinate  absolutely,  every  interest  which 
borders  on  partisanship  and  to  refuse  our  support 
to  any  measure  which  does  not  originate  with  the 
common  welfare  in  mind.  We  must  keep  in  mind 
at  all  times  that  we  have  been  elected  to  serve  all 
of  the  citizens  of  Somersworth  irrespective  of  race 
or  of  creed,  or  of  political  partisanship.  Our  actions 
should  be  guided  by  economy,  and  by  economy  I 
mean  the  careful  expenditure  of  money  so  that 
whatever  enterprise  is  undertaken  or  whatever 
purchase  is  made  it  will  prove  advantageous  to  the 
community  as  a  whole  and  result  in  the  progress 
and  improvement  of  our  city. 

To  justify  our  election  to  office  and  to  succeed  m 
the  management  of  our  municipal  affairs,  it  is  in- 
deed very  essential  that  there  exist  a  spirit  of  co- 
operation and  confidence  in  the  motives  and  princi- 
ples of  one  another.     One  can  accomplish  very  little 
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alone.  The  success  of  this  administration  will  be 
attained,  not  by  me,  nor  by  you,  but  through  our 
united  efforts  backed  by  an  interested  and  ap- 
preciative public. 

I  urge  you,  therefore  to  be  present  at  all  of  our 
meetings  and  I  invite  your  honest  suggestions,  your 
constructive  criticism,  and  your  full  support  so  that 
at  the  end  of  our  term  of  office  it  can  be  truly  said 
that  we  had  an  "Open  Council"  uncompromising  in 
ft's  freedom  of  action,  frank  in  its  deliberations,  and 
fearless  in  meeting  its  responsibilities. 

To  attain  the  highest  degree  of  success  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  our  civic  affairs,  it  is  necessary  that 
each  department  zealously  and  critically  study  its 
own  needs  and  make  every  effort  to  obtain  the 
greatest  return  for  its  expenditures. 

In  submitting  requests  for  appropriations,  there 
is  always  existant  the  temptation  to  make  demands 
regardless  of  the  interests  of  other  departments. 
This  practice  should  be  avoided  and  only  those  pro- 
jects which  are  essential  should  receive  first  con- 
sideration and  the  embellishments  made  afterwards 
if  sufficient  funds  are  available. 

At  the  present  time,  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  great 
"War,  the  end  of  which  is  seemingly  difficult  to  pro- 
phecy. In  this  conflict  are  engaged  young  men  and 
women  of  Somersworth.  What  shall  be  done  for 
these  citizens  when  this  war  is  over  is  a  problem  of 
great  moment.  You  and  I  are  being  called  upon  to 
prepare  now  for  its  solution.  To  bring  before  your 
minds  the  importance  of  this  problem,  let  me  quote 
a  few  lines  from  a  speech  recently  delivered  by 
Brig.  General  Charles  F.  Bowen,  State  Director  of 
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Selective  Service.  I  quote  "The  solution  of  the  pro- 
blem of  demobilization,  rehabilitation  and  re-em- 
ployment of  the  vast  army  of  men  and  women  for- 
ming our  Armj^  and  Navy  or  employed  in  war  in- 
dustries is  a  task  which  will  require  the  cooperation 
of  every  public  and  private  agency  and,  ultimately 
of  every  citizen. 

The  danger  of  unprepardness  for  this  war  is  being 
demonstrated  at  heavy  cost  in  human  life  and  in 
wealth,  the  dimensions  of  which  cannot  be  measured 
until  the  fighting  stops  in  every  combat  area  and 
World  War  II  comes  to  an  end. 

When  the  day  of  victory  comes,  however,  it  will 
present  problems  of  demobilization,  readjustment 
and  rehabilitation  so  vast  and  so  different  from  any- 
thing within  the  range  of  our  experience  that  plans 
for  the  solution  of  these  problems  must  be  made  on 
a  correspondingly  great  scale  and  must  involve  many 
departures  from  the  accustomed,  just  as  the  war  has 
forced  us  to  adopt  or  to  invent  whatever  new 
methods  and  devices  are  necessary  to  win  the  war. 

But  plan  we  must,  for,  if  the  hazards  of  unprepar- 
edness  for  w^ar  are  now  clear  to  all,  it  must  also  be 
obvious  the  unpreparedness  for  peace  may  be  equally 
dangerous  .  Today  it  is  easy  to  find  work.  The  job 
seeks  the  man.  But  the  day  will  come  when,  unless 
plans  are  ready  -  big  plans  -  when  there  will  be  many 
men  for  every  available  job. 

The  re-employment  plans  of  the  federal  govern-- 
ment  will  ultimately  involve  every  public  and  private 
agency  which  is  related  to  this  problem.  Never  again 
must  we  permit  our  soldiers  to  tramp  the  streets  day 
after  day  without  finding  an  opportunity  to  work.. 
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The  discharge  of  a  man  or  woman  from  the  service 
must  not  mark  the  end  of  public  responsibiUty  for 
his  welfare"  (End  Quote.) 

This  is  our  problem,  gentlemen.  I  am  informed 
that  many  organizations  like  the  American  Legion 
and  the  Red  Cross  are  already  m.aking  their  plans  to 
meet  its  solution.  I  recommend  that  we,  in  the  inter- 
ests of  our  city,  associate  ourselves  in  this  great  work. 
I  shall  go  further  than  this  and  recommend  that  we 
appoint  a  city  official  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  act  as 
personal  advisor  and  helper  to  all  discharged  ser- 
vicemen as  soon  as  the  case  is  brought  to  his  attention. 

I  would  suggest  that  each  year  we  set  up  a  reserve 
fund  to  be  kept  for  this  emergency  when  it  does  come. 
I  suggest  also  that  we  become  more  closely  associ- 
ated with  private  industry,  so  that  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  local  organizations  we  may 
present  a  unified  front  to  meet  our  responsibilities, 
and  as  one,  guide  our  youth  safely  back  to  his  place 
in  civilian  life. 

As  you  already  know  there  was  a  rather  sharp  re- 
duction in  our  tax  rate  during  the  past  year.  And  al- 
though the  individual  property  owner  did  derive 
some  small  benefit  from  this  reduction,  there  has  al- 
ways been  a  question  in  my  mind  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
the  act,  so  far  as  the  financial  status  of  the  city  was 
concerned. 

For  example,  on  January  1,  1943,  according  to  the 
city  report,  we  had  on  hand  a  cash  balance  of  $11, 
207.69 ;  the  uncollected  taxes  amounted  to  $27, 
585.83  ;  and  from  the  report  of  the  city  clerk  the  cash 
balance  for  January  1,  1944  will  be  $18,300.15;  with 
uncollected  taxes  amounting  to  but  $15,325.58. 
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However,  the  picture  is  not  as  good  as  it  first  ap- 
pears. There  is  a  note  outsanding  in  the  amount  of 
$20,00  for  funds  borrowed  in  December,  1943.  This 
note  runs  for  30  days,  and  so  it  must  be  paid  in  Jan- 
uary, 1944.  Thus  it  is  apparent  that  the  financial  po- 
sition of  the  city,  in-so-far  as  the  liquid  assets  is  con- 
cerned, is  not  good  at  the  present  time  as  it  was  in 
January,  1943.  The  difference  is  about  $25,000.  It  is 
safe  to  assume  that  many  expenditures  made  last  year 
will  have  to  be  made  this  year  and  in  the  following 
years.  It  is  also  safe  to  assume  that  many  expendi- 
tures that  were  not  made  last  year,  might  have  to  be 
made  this  year  or  in  some  following  year.  Apparently 
not  much  concern  was  felt  forsuch  matters  and  cer- 
tainly no  provision  was  made  for  them  by  providing 
some  of  the  funds  to  meet  them.  The  reverse  is  the 
fact  that  at  least  part  of  the  money  for  last  year's 
expenses  is  now  charged  to  1944  -  through  the  note 
for  $20,000. 

To  be  more  specific,  it  is  a  matter  of  common 
knowledge  that  many  improvements  to  streets,  side- 
walks and  buildings,  that  are  badly  needed  could  not 
be  made  because  of  the  war.  These  things  do  not  im- 
prove with  the  passage  of  time.  They  become  more 
costly.  Sometime  they  will  have  to  be  met;  the  job 
done ;  and  then  they  must  be  paid  for.  At  the  present 
time  the  only  source  of  funds  is  the  taxpayer.  I  do  not 
feel  it  wise  that  we  conduct  the  city  affairs  on  the 
hope  that  something  will  turn  up  when  things  get 
bad  enough,  that  will  lessen  our  responsibilities.  I 
sincerely  recommend  that  careful  thought  be  given 
to  these  matters  which  we  cannot  take  care  of  now, 
and  that  we  definitely  plan,  that  they  may  be  taken 
care  of  in  the  future  and  payment  made.  Only  the 
passage  of  time  will  answer  correctly  whether  or  not 
past  courses  of  action  were  adviseable.     I  sincerely 
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hope  that  the  test  of  time  will  be  met  and  I  further 
hope  that  we  can  do  even  better  for  the  taxpayer. 

TO  REFER  TO  SPECIFIC  CITY  DEPARTMENTS; 

HIGHWAYS  AND  SIDEWALKS:  We  all  must 
realize  that  due  to  a  lack  of  men  and  materials  this 
department  has  been  under  a  severe  handicap 
throughout  the  year.  Owing  to  the  new  draft  laws, 
I  anticipate  conditions  even  worse  than  those  of  the 
year  now  past.  The  most  that  can  be  expected  from 
this  department  for  the  coming  year  is  that  it  con- 
tinue to  keep  in  condition  our  roads  and  sidewalks 
and  refrain  from  any  new  building  projects  until 
postwar  conditions  exist.  I  am  aware  however,  that 
in  certain  sections  of  our  city  something  should  be 
done  to  improve  the  deplorable  conditions  of  roads 
and  walks.  We  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
people  living  in  these  sections  are  property  owners 
and  taxpayers  and  are  (entitled  to  the  same  privileges 
and  considerations  as  those  of  us  who  live  in  the  city 
proper.  When  conditions  permit,  I  most  certainly 
hope  that  some  service  be  rendered  to  improve  the 
conditions  of  travel  in  our  outlying  districts. 

WATER  WORKS:  Year  after  year,  this  depart- 
ment has  extended  the  meter  system  throughout  the 
city.  I  am  in  accord  with  this  policy  and  trust  that 
we  may  in  time  have  the  entire  city  under  this  ser- 
vice. It  not  only  prevents  water  w^astage,  but  also 
saves  money  for  the  tax  paying  public.  We  have  in 
certain  sections  of  the  city,  citizens  whose  houses  are 
located  on  roads  that  are  privately  owned.  I  would 
like  to  see  the  city  take  over  these  roads  that  are  pri- 
vately owned.  I  would  like  to  see  the  city  take  over 
these  roads,  service  them,  and  extend  to  these  homes 
the  facilities  of  our  water  and  sewage  systems. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT :  This  department  is,  with- 
out question,  of  vast  importance  to  our  city  and  to  our 
citizens.  It  is  the  safeguard  of  both  property  and 
life.  While  I  feel  that  we  must  keep  up  the  efficiency 
of  this  department  reguardless  of  expense,  I  likewise 
feel  that  the  present  lack  of  materials,  the  exorbitant 
prices  demanded  for  equipment  should  govern  any 
requests  for  replacements  so  that  these  requests  be 
as  conservative  as  possible. 

LIBRARY:  The  affairs  of  our  library  are  under 
the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  Libra- 
rian. From  all  reports  received,  they  have  fulfilled 
their  duties  very  commendably. 

SCHOOLS:  Our  educational  system,  according  to 
all  reports  requires  very  little  discussion.  It  meets  all 
the  requirements  demanded  by  the  State  Department, 
and,  if  we  may  judge  the  efficiency  of  those  in 
charge  by  the  reports  received  from  the  graduates 
now  in  the  armed  forces,  and  in  various  higher  in- 
stitutions of  learning,  we  have  every  reason  to  feel 
grateful  to  them  for  the  high  scholastic  standing  they 
have  maintained.  I  am  very  much  in  favor  of  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  Smith-Hughes  'plan  recently  added 
to  our  curriculum.  I  would  like  to  see  the  high  school 
gymnasium  enlarged  to  provide  a  greater  floor  space, 
when  such  a  change  is  possible  and  would  not  involve 
too  great  an  expenditure  of  the  taxpayers  money. 

CEMETERY:  In  1935,  this  department  was  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway  Department. 
At  that  time  my  predecessor  made  the  following 
statement  in  his  inaugural  address;  I  quote,  "The 
cost  of  operating  this  department  (meaning  the  high- 
way department)  has  been  too  great  for  the  con- 
dition of  our  community  and  I  believe  a  unification  of 
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Street  Commissioner  and  Superintendent  of  the  For- 
est Glade  Cemetery  will  save  a  substantial  amount 
for  our  city."  (End  of  quote.)  I  am  in  full  agreement 
with  the  statement,  and  strongly  recommend  that 
this  department  again  be  placed  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Street  Commissioner.  In  my  opinion,  this 
unification  was  satisfactory  and  was  soundly  eco- 
nomical. 

PLAYGROUNDS :  I  doubt  if  there  is  any  citizen 
who  will  question  the  value  of  the  Noble  Play- 
grounds to  the  city  of  Somersworth.  However,  out- 
side of  the  tennis  courts  and  the  little  tots  corner,  I 
question  the  value  of  the  field  to  any  sport.  It  cer- 
tainly fails  to  meet  the  requirements  necessary  for 
either  baseball  or  football,  and,  after  a  great  deal  of 
experimentations,  proved  to  be  impossible  as  a  skat- 
ing rink.  I  believe  that  the  youth  of  today  will  make 
a  much  better  citizen  of  tomorrow,  if  the  community 
will  show  a  greater  interest  in  their  problems  and 
their  needs.  Certainly  our  schools,  if  they  are  toen- 
gage  in  sports,  are  entitled  to  a  respectable  field,  free 
from  unnecessary  dangers  due  to  the  gridiron  rather 
than  to  the  sport  itself.  I  believe  the  time  has  arrived 
when  some  honest  consideration  should  be  given  to 
to  the  purchase  of  a  field  that  will  prove  practical 
and  return  to  the  community  some  real  value  for  the 
expenditures  made  for  its  improvement.  I  believe 
that  this  city  is  large  enough  and  wealthy  enough  to 
boast  of  at  least  three  skating  rinks  in  the  various 
sections  of  the  community.  If  such  money  spent 
would  prevent  the  loss  of  but  one  child  by  drown- 
ing, it  would  prove  the  wisdom  of  this  expenditure. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  you  have  listened  to  my 
various  suggestions  and  recommendations  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  different  departments  for  the  com- 
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ing  year.  I  trust  that  you  will  consider  carefully  these 
suggestions  and  act  upon  them,  if  and  when  in  your 
own  opinion,  they  will  add  to  the  material  develop- 
ment and  improvement  of  the  city  as  a  whole. 

We  must  maintain  a  steadfast  faith  in  our  city,  and 
it  should  be  our  greatest  ambition  to  so  conduct  its 
affairs  that  we  shall  not  only  promote  the  content- 
ment and  comfort  of  our  own  citizens,  but  attract 
new  people  to  make  their  homes  among  us. 

Since  I  shall  try  to  conduct  our  municipal  affairs 
along  sound  business  principles,  I  plan  to  ask  that  the 
accounts  of  the  outgoing  administration  be  audited 
by  qualified  public  accountants.  I  will  request  that 
this  be  done,  not  because  of  any  question  as  to  the  in- 
tegrity or  tonesty  of  any  public  servant,  but  rather 
as  a  protection  to  every  official  who  has  served  our 
city  and  those  who  may  later  replace  them. 

I  shall  try,  to  the  very  best  of  my  ability  to  co-op- 
erate with  you  in  all  of  your  work,  and  shall  try  to 
create  a  relationship  that  will  be  unified  in  the  dis- 
charge of  our  duties,  that  our  citizens  will  know  that 
their  confidence  and  trust  has  not  been  misplaced.

Somersworth,  N.  H.,  December  31,  1944. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen :  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1944. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  labor  and  materials  there 
have  been  no  outstanding  improvements  made 
throughout  the  city  on  streets  and  sidewalks,  the 
policy  of  the  Department  in  maintaining  and  keep- 
ing in  the  best  possible  condition  the  roads,  walks, 
sewer  system,  bridges  and  the  regular  collection  of 
garbage  has  been  carried  out  the  past  year. 

The  following  streets  have  been  treated  with  tar- 
via :  High  Street  from  Market  to  Pearl  Street,  Mar- 
ket, Pleasant,  Orange  and  Noble  Streets. 

New  street  signs  have  been  erected  at  the  inter- 
section of  all  Streets. 

The  Berwick  Bridge,  Eddy  Bridge  and  the  New 
Dam  bridge  have  all  been  repainted,  repaired  and 
replanked. 

New  receivers  have  been  built  on  Elm,  Orange  and 
Winter  Streets. 

Repairs  have  been  made  to  the  gutters,  walks  and 
fence  on  Winter  and  Orange  Streets.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


Somersworth,  N.  H.,  January  1,  1945. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Somersworth  Public  Library: 

Herewith  is  submitted  mj^  report  as  Librarian  for 
the  year  1944. 

The  work  in  the  library  has  been  conducted  as  in 
previous  years. 

New  books  have  been  added  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  every  month,  which  seems  to  be  a  satisfactory 
arrangement.  A  great  deal  of  your  Librarian's  time 
is  spent  on  book  selection. 

The  books  of  1944  were,  for  the  most  part,  timely 
one.  Personal  reminiscences  and.  the  background 
of  the  war,  our  own  war  effort  and  the  path  toward 
peace  make  up  the  bulk  of  new  publications;  travel 
and  biolgraphy,  important  events  of  today,  books 
dealing  with  the  social  and  economic  conditions 
which  now  surround  us:  these  are  some  of  the  sub- 
jects which  we  have  tried  to  cover  with  the  new 
book  purchases. 

To  obtain  best  results  the  public  library  must  fur- 
nish books  that  satisfy  many  individual  tastes  and 
must  have  the  latest  publications  to  attract  readers. 
Books  of  fiction  are  still  important  for  the  moments 
of  relaxation.  The  effort  to  meet  "best  seller"  re- 
quests has  been  strenuous  but  we  have  tried  to  meet 
the  demands. 
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During  the  school  year  every  day  brings  requests 
for  information  on  some  subject  connected  with 
school  work  and  we  always  furnish  that  information ! 

There  are  magazines  still  being  published  in  these 
hectic  days  which  attempt  to  do  an  honest  piece  of 
work  and  to  these  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude.  We 
received  thirty  magazines  by  subscription  during 
1944  and  twenty-two  were  sentus  as  gifts. 

Among  other  gifts  received  were  books  donated 
by  Mrs.  Emma  F.  Thwing,  Leroy  L.  Thwing,  Miss 
Leonora  Bates,  and  Mrs  Reba  Lord  Bigelow ;  Andrew 
Zenos  and  Rev.  Stilianos  Glikas  gave  us  books  print- 
ed in  Greek. 

Mrs.  Mooney  brought  in  a  case  containing  birds 
mounted  in  an  attractive  manner. 

A  gain  in  new  borrowers  registered  indicates  that 
the  library  is  reaching  out  in  service.  During  these 
war  years,  more  and  more  people  are  finding  solace 
and  enjoyment  in  reading — people  who  once  de- 
pended on  automobiles  and  other  peacetime  luxu,ries 
to  fill  their  leisure  hours,  and  of  course  confirmed 
readers  realize  more  than  ever  the  joys  of  books. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  library  has  a  place  to  fill  in 
our  city. 

It  is  your  desire  and  mine  that  it  fill  that  place  as 
effectively  as  possible,  and  with  that  effort  in  mind 
we  enter  the  year  1945  with  enthusiasm  for  the  work.

GENERAL  RULES 

Firemen  as  well  as  citizens  should  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  following  rules  for  giving  alarms 
of  fire. 

1.  Never  pull  a  box  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance. 

2.  Never  pull  a  box  while  the  alarm  bells  are  ring- 
ing, not  until  a  box  has  completed  its  four  rounds. 
Two  boxes  cannot  operate  together,  and  neither 
will  work  if  two  are  pulled  at  the  same  time. 
Never  pull  two  alarms  of  two  boxes  for  the  same 
fire. 

3.  To  ring  in  an  alarm,  break  the  glass  in  the  Key- 
box  and  open  the  outside  door  with  the  key. 
Pull  down  the  brass  crank  seen  inside,  till  it  stops, 
then  let  go.  Then  let  the  box  alone.  The  clock 
will  be  seen  or  heard  to  be  running,  and  the  alarm 
will  follow  in  half  a  minute  or  so.  Close  the  door, 
but  do  not  try  to  remove  the  key,  as  it  is  locked  in 
track  lock  and  can  only  be  removed  by  a  release 
key,  which  is  carried  by  each  engineer,  who  will 
as  soon  as  convenient  release  and  return  it.  Re- 
member that  the  firemen  will  come  directly  to  the 
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box  which  has  been  pulled,  and  be  sure  that  some- 
one staj^s  at  the  box  to  dh-ect  them  to  the  fire.

4.  Never  pull  an  alarm  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance. 
Never  touch  a  box  except  to  give  an  alarm  of  fire. 
Give  an  alarm  for  no  cause  other  than  actual  fire. 
Don't  give  an  alarm  for  a  chimney  fire.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Somersworth : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  sixteenth  annual 
report,  the  fifty-first  report  of  a  Superintendent. 

The  schools  have  had  only  one  change  in  teach- 
ers since  the  last  report.  Mr.  Arthur  Lord  has  been 
succeeded  after  one  year  of  teaching  shop  at  the 
High  School  by  Mr.  Percy  Allen,  an  experienced 
teacher  in  woodworking  and  industry.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Teachers  College,  Gorham,  Maine. 
When  we  consider  the  serious  teacher  shortage  now 
existing  and  bound  to  continue  for  several  years, 
Somersworth  has  indeed  been  fortunate.  We  still 
lack  suitable  substitutes  for  both  the  elementary 
and  high  schools. 

Miss  Blanche  Thibcdeau  and  Mrs.  Bernadette  Pel- 
lerin  continue  teaching  the  handicapped,  five  in 
number,  below  the  age  of  tv/enty-one. 

Miss  Pauline  Ouellette,  our  School  Nurse,  entered 
the  Armed  Services  as  a  naval  nurse  and  Mrs.  Irene 
Kavanaugh  Foss  is  filling  this  position  until  Miss 
Ouellette  returns.  Again  we  were  fortunate  to  se- 
cure such  an  eflficient  nurse  at  this  time.  The  figures 
below  are  from  the  Annual  Report  which  Miss  Ouel- 
lette submitted  in  June.  The  work  of  the  school 
nurse  has  steadily  increased,  again  due  to  war  con- 
ditions. Some  cases  have  been  found  of  parental 
neglect.

Please  note  that  the  figures  for  Enumeration  and 
Enrollment  for  1944  show  a  total  decrease  of  fifty 
children  from  last  year  but  the  High  School  has  six 
more  enrolled  over  sixteen  years  of  age.  Sixteen 
is  the  legal  age  for  going  to  work  in  any  industry 
where  the  goods  are  in  interstate  commerce.  This 
increase  shows  that  there  has  not  been  a  dropping 
out  of  pupils  to  go  to  work.  This  is  encouraging.  Only 
three  out  of  thirty -six  graduates  of  the  eighth  grade 
at  the  Chandler  School  did  not  enter  high  school. 
A  majority  of  the  pupils  over  sixteen  years  of  age, 
and  many  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  are  doing 
part  time  work  after  school  and  in  vacations.  A 
study  of  the  marks  now  being  received  at  high  school 
by  those  employed  pupils  show  that  they  have  not 
allowed  such  employment  to  interfere  seriously  with 
their  school  work.  This  speaks  well  for  them  and 
the  high  school  teachers,  since  communities  are  re- 
porting  that   high   school  marks   are  going   down 
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owing  to  the  fact  that  the  pupils  have  too  much 
money  to  spend.  I  am  inserting  a  brief  account  of 
the  war  stamp  and  bond  buying  since  September, 
1944.  The  High  School  pupils  have  purchased  81 
bonds,  matured  value  $1518.75,  and  war  savings 
stamps  to  the  value  of  $48.75. 

Mr,  Hennessey  makes  the  following  report  for  the 
Chandler  School  savings: 

Schools- At- War 

The  Somersworth  Chandler  School  again  this  year 
took  an  active  part  in  the  "Schools-At-War"  pro- 
gram. Every  week  the  teachers  of  that  school  sold 
war  stamps  and  war  bonds  to  the  pupils.  Once  a 
month  a  survey  was  taken  of  the  amount  of  stamps 
sold  and  the  results  showed  that  every  class  par- 
ticipated 100  per  cent,  which  entitled  the  school  to 
keep  its  Minute  Man  flag  (a  reward  for  100  per 
cent  participation  in  buying  stamps)  flying.  This 
school  has  received  m.any  congratulatory  letters  fronl 
the  Treasury  Depatrment  for  its  participation  in 
selling  stamps  and  bonds.  The  last  report  sent  to 
the  Treasury  Department  was  from  September,  1944, 
to  December  15,  1944.  The  pupils  had  bought  dur- 
ing these  months  $1,127.90  worth  of  stamps  and 
bonds.  This  money  will  buy,  in  the  name  of  this 
school,  the  following:

The  Burleigh  School  reports  6  bonds  bought  val- 
ued at  $1125  and  war  savings  stamps  amounting  to 
$94.60. 
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Our  transportation  continues  as  last  year.  The 
O.  D.  T.  will  not  allow  resumption  of  noontime  ser- 
vice and  permits  us  only  the  use  of  two  buses.  Some- 
times there  is  a  little  crowding  but  there  is  no  hard- 
ship and  the  work  continues  to  be  well  done. 

Pupils  transported  are  as  follows:  To  the  High 
School,  17;  Chandler  and  Burleigh  Schools,  106; 
and  131  to  the  two  parochial  schools.  See  table 
of  statistics  for  comparison  with  last  year. 

The  number  remaining  for  noon  lunch  is  about  the 
same  as  last  year  but  more  are  taking  the  milk 
which  is  paid  for  in  part  from  Federal  funds  through 
the  W.  F.  A.  and  sold  to  the  pupils  for  2  cents  per 
half  pint.  About  200  bottles  a  day  go  to  the  Chan- 
dler and  Burleigh  schools. 

In  May,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Jane  Guyer, 
the  elementary  schools  held  an  operetta  which  was 
well  received  by  the  public.  Such  a  piece  of  work 
requires  a  great  deal  of  effort  and  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  the  pupils,  teachers,  parents  and  music  su- 
pervisor. So  many  citizens  helped  in  making  cos- 
tumes, making  up  pupils  for  the  parts  and  in  other 
ways,  that  I  cannot  enumerate  them.  We  want  them 
all  to  know  that  their  assistance  was  appreciated 
and  without  their  help  the  operetta  might  have  been 
a  failure. 

This  year  the  High  School  will  furnish  a  musical 
entertainment  in  May  and  work  upon  this  has  al- 
ready begun. 

• 

No  Out-of-School  Youth  programs  are  being  car- 
ried on  this  year,  but  the  Blueprint  class,  after  a 
summer  recess,  continues  to  meet  two  evenings  a 
week  at  the  Chandler  School.     Mr.  Matthew  Riley 
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is  instructor.  The  Welding  School  at  the  Pumping 
Station  is  still  in  operation,  but  is  not  likely  to  con- 
tinue much  longer. 

The  New  Hampshire  Teachers'  Association  held  a 
two  day  meeting  at  Manchester.  The  Somersworth 
teachers  attended  for  only  one  day,  Friday,  October 
20. 

No  meeting  of  the  Strafford  County  Teachers'  As- 
sociation has  been  held. 

Your  Superintendent  attended  a  very  helpful 
meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  School  Ad- 
ministrators held  in  New  York  last  February  and 
is  making  plans  to  attend  again  at  the  same  place 
in  1945. 

No  school  time  has  been  lost  this  year  for  drives 
of  any  kind  or  for  rationing.  The  pupils  did  help 
in  the  collection  of  milkweed  pods,  the  floss  to  be  used 
for  making  Mae  West  jackets  for  the  navy.  The 
4-H  clubs  and  the  Boy  Scouts  took  charge.  These 
organizations  are  always  ready  when  called  upon. 

During  the  past  summer  the  bad  sanitary  con- 
ditions which  had  existed  for  years  at  the  Burleigh 
School  were  remedied  by  a  new  sewer  system  ex- 
tending on  Orange  street  and  connecting  with  the 
one  on  Elm  street.  Other  repairs  were  also  made  to 
this  old  building  and  windows  at  this  school  and  the 
High  School  were  painted.  Further  painting  and 
repairs  will  be  necessary  next  summer  and  the  floor 
at  the  High  School  Home  Economics  room  will  need 
attention.  The  new  boiler  at  the  Chandler  School 
was  installed  in  September.  The  old  one  was  found 
to  be  in  a  very  bad  condition.     The   High   School 
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boiler  was  repaired  so  that  now  we  have  only  one 
old  boiler  in  use,  that  at  the  Burleigh  School.  The 
janitors  have  whitewashed  the  basements,  which 
makes  them  sweet  and  sanitary. 

The  High  School  has  keenly  felt  the  lack  of  a  play- 
ing field  and  the  treasury  of  the  Athletic  Association 
has  suffered  for  lack  of  income  from  home  games. 
Only  one  home  game  was  played  without  a  loss  be- 
ing sustained.  I  feel  sure  that  the  public  will  sup- 
port any  efforts  made  to  improve  playing  conditions. 

We  are  at  a  loss  to  know  just  what  to  recommend 
to  be  done  with  returning  veterans  who  will  want 
schooling  under  the  G.  I.  bill.  They  will  be  too  old 
and  out  of  place  in  the  regular  classes.  However, 
our  High  School  should,  and  I  am  sure  will  be,  made 
available  for  them  after  regular  school  hours.  The 
schools  will  have  to  be  made  to  conform  with  new 
developments  which  will  undoubtedly  be  made  in 
the  moral,  social  and  economic  life  of  the  nation. 
All  great  wars  change  the  "way  of  life"  of  the  peo- 
ples of  the  countries  taking  any  part  in  the  conflict. 
Teachers  must  be  ready  to  do  their  part  in  keeping 
pace  with  those  changing  times. 

In  closing,  I  am  quoting  from  a  recent  report  from 
a  fellow  Superintendent,  Austin  J.  Gibbons  of  Man- 
chester. 

''Our  schools  in  reality  are  molds  in  which  we 
form  the  kind  of  life  we  desire.  More  than  all  else 
today  we  want  victory,  not  only  a  victory  gained  by 
might  of  arms,  but  a  victory  in  which  our  young 
people  can  play  a  part  and  put  to  good  use  the  les- 
sons they  learned  in  wisdom  and  forbearance  and 
patience,  the  very  foundations  of  a  lasting  peace. 
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While  the  schools  are  not  actually  on  the  firing  line, 
they  are  fighting  with  vigor  and  patriotism.  This 
necessitates  important  adjustments  in  the  programs 
of  both  elementary  and  high  schools  immediately. 
We  cannot  concern  ourselves  too  strictly  now  with 
definitions  of  the  functions  of  education.  We  must 
modify  and  change  as  the  new  emergency  arises, 
ever  mindful  of  the  demands  of  the  armed  forces, 
industry  and  the  community."

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REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Like  all  other  institutions  the  public  high  schools 
have  been  seriously  affected  by  the  war  both  as  to 
personnel  and  to  curriculum.  Since  these  effects 
may  prove  to  be  permanent  it  v^ill  not  be  out  of  place 
to  discuss  at  least  one  of  these  phases. 

In  the  present  emergency  the  leaders  of  our  armed 
forces  are  clamoring  for  boys  w^ho  are  physically 
fit  and  v^ho  are  equipped  with  certain  definite  skills 
so  necessary  to  our  highly  mechanized  warfare.  As 
a  consequence  most  educators  felt  that  it  was  our 
patriotic  duty  to  develop  the  type  of  boy  required 
by  the  exigencies  of  the  present  conflict.  This  was 
done  in  most  schools  by  instituting  new  courses  in 
physical  education  and  in  certain  vocational  subjects 
which  are  grouped  under  the  heading  of  *pre-induc- 
tion'  training. 

As  you  are  aware,  no  fundamental  changes  were 
made  in  our  program.  We  believed  —  and  I  think 
rightly  so  —  that  our  approved  courses  in  M^th, 
Science  and  Industrial  Arts  were  eminently  fitted 
to  prepare  any  boy  to  carry  on  the  tasks  which  mili- 
tary duty  demanded  of  him.  This  could  be  done 
efficiently  without  having  recourse  to  the  stream- 
lined type  of  education  which  fits  them,  not  for  liv- 
ing, but  for  survival.  We  did  organize  a  course  in 
physical  education  which  has  proved  to  be  quite 
satisfactory,  though  it  has  interfered,  to  some  extent,. 
with  our  regular  schedule. 
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Now  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  necessary  to 
make  a  decision  as  to  our  future  policy.  Shall  we 
valiantly  struggle  to  maintain  a  system  of  education 
merely  because  it  is  old  and  familiar  —  though  out- 
moded —  or  whether,  with  forward-looking  earnest- 
ness, we  examine  the  trend  of  the  future  and  recon- 
cile ourselves  to  changes  which  are  probably  inevi- 
table? 

What  will  be  the  function  of  the  post-war  school? 
What  will  be  its  scope?  Its  magnitude?  Will  it  be 
financed  by  the  city  or  by  the  federal  government? 
The  key  to  the  last  question  is  all  ready  at  hand. 
If  our  school  does  not  supply  the  type  of  instruction 
which  best  serves  the  interests  of  our  country  then 
the  national  government  will  establish  its  own 
schools  and  the  policy  of  these  schools  will  be  de- 
termined, not  by  the  local  school  board,  but  by  a 
federal  commission. 

Let  us  look  to  the  past  for  another  answer.  Some 
years  ago  it  was  felt  that  many  pupils  in  high  school 
lacked  the  proper  kind  of  work  experience,  A 
certain  type  of  work  experience,  under  our  modern 
economic  setup  is  indispensable  to  a  young  person 
who  is  leaving  school  to  seek  a  job.  To  supply  this 
lack,  the  National  Youth  Administration  was  estab- 
lished. Under  the  wardship  of  this  administration 
certain  pupils  were  to  be  employed  at  manual  labor, 
for  which  they  were  to  be  paid  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$6,00  per  month.  Whatever  the  real  merits  of  this 
provision  might  be,  it  was  admitted  by  most  educa- 
tors that  it  had  a  definitely  practical  value  and 
should,  in  time,  become  a  permanent  and  integral 
part  of  our  school  system.  In  short,  that  which  had 
its  origin  as  a  relief  measure  soon  developed  into  a 
sound  educational  dogma. 
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Almost  simultaneously  with  the  NY  A  another 
branch  of  the  same  administration  known  as  OSY 
loomed  on  the  educational  horizon.  This  Out-Of- 
School  Youth  program  was  designed  to  place  within 
the  reach  of  young  people  between  the  ages  of  sev- 
enteen and  twenty-four  certain  types  of  vocational 
training  which  had  been  denied  them  while  in  school 
or  which,  being  offered,  they  had  neglected  to  take. 

Our  sole  purpose  in  referring  to  these  two  pro- 
grams is  to  offer  them  as  evidence  which  indicates 
very  strongly  the  type  of  school  favored  by  the  na- 
tional government.  Manifestly  it  is  the  sort  of  school 
which  eschews  the  cultural  side  of  life  and  seeks 
only  to  develop  a  manipulative  skill  and  manual 
dexterity.  That  is  its  sole  purpose  and  that  alone. 
In  using  the  word  ''cultural"  I  wish  to  use  it  in  a 
restrictive  sense.  By  it  I  am  referring  to  all  those 
spheres  of  action  other  than  those  by  v^^hich  we  make 
a  living  and  which  render  life  not  only  endurable 
but  also  enjoyable.  These  avocations,  I  think, 
should  not  be  omitted  from  any  system  of  education 
but  should  be  present  to  supplement  and  vivify  what- 
ever we  offer  in  the  field  of  vocational  training. 

Without  questions  the  veterans  returning  from  this 
war  are  going  to  have  something  to  say  as  to  the 
educational  policy  of  the  future,  for  they  themselves 
are  the  future.  Much  will  depend  upon  their  reac- 
tion to  the  current  trend.  Will  they  remember  only 
the  few  skills  which  they  acquired  while  members 
of 'the  armed  forces  or  v/ill  they  likewise  remember 
that  Rupert  Brooke,  Alan  Seegar,  and  John  McRae 
could  write  poetry  while  lying  in  the  muck  of  a  fox 
hole? 

During  the  past  year  a  pandemic  shortage 
of  help  has  forced  our  local  business  men  to  call 
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upon  the  schools  for  assistance.  Whenever  it  was 
possible,  provided  there  was  little  interference  with 
school  work,  we  tried  to  help  them  in  securing  suit- 
able employes  to  fill  the  vacancies  as  they  arose. 
In  doing  this  we  were  acting  neither  in  the  role  of 
an  employment  agency  nor  as  a  recruiter  of  labor. 
We  merely  brought  to  the  attention  of  our  pupils 
the  fact  that  work  was  available  at  a  certain  factory 
or  store  but  stipulating  that  they  make  their  own 
arrangements  as  to  employment. 

In  this  connection  we  have  found  it  advisable  to 
make  a  study  as  to  the  effect  that  such  work  has  on 
the  scholastic  standing  of  the  pupils  who  participate. 
Lest  we  bore  you  with  all  the  accumulated  data  we 
will  merely  state  our  final  conclusion.  Generally 
only  those  of  superior  mental  ability  sought  part 
time  work  in  the  factories  and  in  no  case  has  their 
school  work  suffered  any  deterioration.  They  well 
exemplify  the  old  adage  that  he  who  has  the  most 
to  do  will  always  find  time  to  do  a  trifle  more. 

The  school  has  been  the  recipient  of  several  val- 
uable gifts  this  year.  The  class  of  1944  contributed 
a  substantial  sum  of  money  to  our  school  fund  and 
Mr.  James  F.  Malley  presented  to  the  school  library 
a  complete  edition  of  Ruskin's  works.  For  these 
gifts  the  school  is  exceedingly  grateful.
